Boy Soldier Took Trench 

Yeung Frenchman Advanced Alena 
ano Fired Bo Briskly QarMans 
Thought Hs Waa Whala 
Regiment 

Tba general commanding the dls- 
tiicberaa waUlng on tba platform to 
greet Thorel. a young Infantryman on 
the hospital train from the trenches 
Me looked such a boy, thla youag 
wmiadad InfaBtryman. as be waa car¬ 
ried from ihe.iralB. but be smiled 
through hla pain aa the geaermj con¬ 
gratulated him oa hie bravery and 
examined hla Medeille Mllltalra which 
Oeaaral Joffre had himself planed on 
bin hraaat. 

Thorel 1^ one of the youngest heroes 
of tha war. It waa near Yprea ibal 
hla regiment waa ordered to retake 
the ground that the French had lost a 
little while before. The first alUrk 
failed and the eecond waa befog at¬ 
tempted when It waa decided la view 
of the dlfflcultiee of the ground, to 
postpone it until night. Thorel was 
la the front rank. and. carried along 
by hla eatbuelaam, he did not hear fbe 
order to retire end eonlloned to dash 
forward, bellavlng be was followed by 
hla comrades. 

At Inst he reached a deserted 
trench and sprang late It. Then when 
ther.* wjs time to look around he 
found hi was alone.

The qdeitlOn of feed la ona of great 
moment. Tha avallabla feed aupply 
with a great nurny coaalato moatly of 
ear core. More or leaa of the waaCo 
from vegetable aad fruit cellan can 
And Ita way to tbe pig pena to food 
advantage. Ear corn ground Ana 
oukea excellent feed for piga. aad 
when mixed with an equal part of 
heat quality of wheat bran, acalded or 
cooked. U poMlblt. aad fed aoBawbat 
thick. wiU be found one of tho boat 
growing aad Aeabformlag ratioaa. 
Oataeal may be added to very good 
advaaiaga and tbe quality of tho pork 
beneflttd. 

The piga aa found In tho dIAorent 
nolgliborhooda will vary much In qual¬ 
ity. and it la a good plan *o cull out 
and markat tho rlpeal daca aa thay 
come on. Thli plan taa tha advantage 
of giving tbe owner aomo money to 
uae. Mach of tho ear *ora may be 
fed aa It to oa the cob. I bare alwaya 
oooatdertd It a good plan to mix a 
quantity of feed at a lima aad when 
poasible. dump in a lot of ahlB milk. 
Ttate not only halpa to maka a very 
palatable feed, but a very nulritloua 
combination. 

It will pay to keep a plentiful au^ 
ply of ebarroal. aahea and aalt In 
reach of the piga at all tlmoa. A foa* 
tura that la vary nrcecaary la to keep 
the piga in a bealtby roadltoa. and 
thear elrmoota art of great boneAl in 
malntalalag the antmala la auch a 
alate. 

Anothar thing to be oonaldertd fa 
Uia aleeptng quarters Tba piga 
abould have, a dry plaea frat from 
dust, aa dual la very iaiuiioua to boga. 
aad eapecidny piga. ■ Clean quartera 
AM abioiotely aecaaaary. Contrary to 
common ballef. tba hog baa acme bab* 
Ita which raiao him above other dom- 
aatlc aniroata from the ataadpoint of 
oleonllncaa. 1 know fall well from 
close observation that a bog will not 
ateop In filth unleaa compelled to do 
ao. Anyone can prove thla. If a part 
of tba Aoor of the pen la mlaed and 
kapt'well bedded with atraw. wMla 
the reel Is not. nil excremeut will be 
loft on Hie unbeddod portion of the 
Aoor. and Iho bod Itself will always 
be claao The plgi thonld bo kept 
comfortable, aa they will than maka 
greater gaiaa on laas feed than ihay 
otherwise would. I bava separate 
feeding and sleeping quartera for my 
plD- and old noga. It la baiter for 
both and ihey all thrive better than 
when all are kept together. 

If the pigs have lice, don’t feed the 
lice any longer than positble, aa the 
pigs will not thrive aa long aa the 
lire are preset Don't put oA the 
task of getting rid of the lice uoUl 
some other time, but get busy at once 
with a can of kerosene and a woollen 
mg. Molaien the clolh with the oil 
and go over each animal thoroughly, 
and one application will bo auAlclent. 
If tha sleeping quarters are rid of the 
lice. This can bo done by using a 
strong solution of^lp until no raoro 
lice art found. Dip la a g:K>d thing 
for hogs. By spraying ih) sleeping 
quarters occaaionally with dtp tha 
hogs will ba kept cloan and free from 
disease garmt. aa c.tp la a great germ 
destroyer. A few drops of any of the 
rallabla coal tar dlpa placed in tha 
awttl. not more than ten drops to the 
gallon of awUI being about right, will 
do any hog good. On my farm wa use 
a large amount of dip every year oa 
boga and sheep, and I consider It as 
having no superior In keeping tba aal* 
mats free from akin diaeaaea. 

Worms causa tha daklh of many 
pigs, and they are-tha beginning of 
nearly all ■%lne ^roubles. 1 have tried 
aevaral remedies with varying resulta. 
bot santonins It tha best thing I hvva 
found. Whan I And.norma are pres* 
ent I keep tba piga oA fbd for 
houra, than give each pig Ave grains 
of santoiae and Ave grains of calomel 
in one gallon of thick slop. After 
feeding the worjt medicine t do not 
feed anything more for 12 hours, then 
give a good feed of thick slop, aud 1 
soon begin to aee reaalta.^lndlana 
Karmer.

Men arc eitber tbinkina war or 
peace, and the reason why war 
has the predominating influence is 
I on account of there being a more 
steady, concentrated thought in 
the dircctioD of war and citcom- 
itHDces leading lo it, than tbeie is 
for peace. .Many vanaUons of 
Ibougbl, however, tend lo arrive at 
the float thought of aagressioo, 
unconsciously working towards it 
along lines that arc deemed inno¬ 
cent ol the culminating fact. 

"It is fairly evident that yon 
cannot keep the peace by insisting 
upon an arrangement stub that 
you would enjoy every initial ad¬ 
vantage if there sbo^d be war. 
There resoUs a manooevriog for 
poailion that is already a beginning 
ol war," says Professor Perry, of 
Harvard University. |

The particular instance is that 
of Mr, Clarence H. Howard, presi¬ 
dent of the Commonwealth Steel 
enmpeay, Oraoite City, Illinois, 
who rafosed a coatract from 
B e ra p s for tht aaonfacUirc oi two 
miltlra ibiUat* eratihjff emr shaUs. 

.It appears Aitl Mr. Howard en- 
tgrtaiaa views that will not per¬ 
mit of him maaufsctnriDg devices 
for the detimetioD of life. He 
does not beliave in watfsrc, tod 
Ibcrcfoce he will not contribute 
anything that will, further Warfare. 

Mr. Howard's views require no 
juslificatiaa. Everybody ^is will¬ 
ing to concede the justice and 
hnmaneacaa of his outlook, yet 
why. is it that although that is the 
case, to many people arc willing to 
go against their private coovictioas 
for the take of their pocketo? If 
e v erybody took the sUnd of Ur. 
HoinutI war would he an absolute 
impoiaibility ticcanse there would 
be no moral suppott for it, and 
after all war is o^y a question of 
moral rapport.

If Hk when the world was 
surtled by the sews rast Count Zep¬ 
pelin' slrsBlp. Zeppelin IV., had smsah* 
ed all woNd'a recerda for dliigiblee. 
She had sailed triumphantly from 
Frederichehafeo to Mayeoee, and then 
by Bale. Strmaaburg and Mannheim to 
Stuttgart. 

England waa face to face with tbe 
fact that the Qenaana poesetsed an 
aerial cruieer capable of dropping 
bomlM on London, and then return- 
Ing to Germany, aad then return* 
to earth. And there were then no 
aeroplaaea capable, ee now. of per* 
forming ■ImllUr feats. 

The Fatherland went Zeppelin mad, 
nud when, a llttla Utef; S^ppeMn IV. 
came to grler, a nailoaat subscription 
of |LfOO,000 was raised to replace 
and to build more like her. Oer- 
BMoy, If one can hoHeve whnt he 
hears, still pins her faith lo Zeppe¬ 
lins snd still hopes to use them ef¬ 
fectively sgalsit tbe Brltleh fleet. 

One of the great argumenU la 
favor of Zeppellas la ibelr cheapness 
as compared with warships. So far as 
constructloa goes, ^Is U true. 

Tbe newest of these huge sirsbips, 
which sre shout the saaia length ue 
a flrst claae batteebip. can be can* 
etructed for sboui 11,900,POO. 'Thus, 
DloaMSD be built for the money 
BpelWn one wreadaoughi. 

But If s Zeppelin U cheep to con* 
struct she Is snytblng but cheep to 
run. First of all, she must be filled 
with gae. Tbe gas used Is not com¬ 
mon coal gas. bat pure hydrogen, 
which Is msde st a factory and 
transported la cylinders under pres* 
sure. 

The orlglnsl Zeppelin IV. required 
DO lest then 17,000 cubic metree it 
gee for each fllllng and this opera¬ 
tion alone meent an outlay of 92,600. 

No fabric has yet been Invented 
which Is absolutely gas tight nud 
the valuable gas la consUnily leak¬ 
ing away. A flUtog lasts for s few 
[■do r s only, snd for perfect efficleocy 
It td oecesssry to teed a Zeppelin 
wltb gas every dsy. 

Then ss to fuel A Isrgs 40-borse 
motorcar will run shoot fifteen miles 
to the gsllon of gneoHne A Zep¬ 
pelin will not travel much more than 
one mile to the gallon.

Enemy Cheers Brave Conduct st 
French gtretcher-bearsre 
Le Temps prints a letter written by 
s French eoldlcr to bte family, which 
lllnstmtte bow French heroism was 
chivalrously recognised by the Uer> 
mass. ra 

"Before Montaquan, in the B<»mme 
district," be says, "waa n vllia ahich 
the Germans held strongly, and 
which we vainly tiled lo storm. Our 
greatest efforts only brought us to 
th* enemy's wire entangiomeuts. At 
midnight sexeral of our woundel lay 
helpless before tbe German ti^acbee, 
whence It wee certali^ death Yor ua 
to try to fetch them. On the follow- 
lag morning two slretche.-bcsrers— 
one belongiog lo a religious ^urder— 
left the Kreoeb lines and coolly ap¬ 
proached the German wines, wsviug 
Red Cyoss Asga. . 

"The fttsillade Immsdlately esnsed 
on both sides, ns n German officer 
cried la good French. 'What are yon 
golag to do?’ Tbe borers answered 
roaity. 'I*lch up the wounded* The 
Oermaa replied, ‘Very good, 1 giv« 
yiMi permtsakM. hut yytt ought to 
liave came yesterday, thus saving 
Ui.*m a wrcl(hed night. I auuld cer¬ 
tainly have ordered my mrn to coast 
firing.* 

"One of the German officers shook 
hands wltb tbe religious brother, sny- 
tne, ‘You are brave fellowa We give 
you half an hour to finish your work, 
and the firing will begin sgaln.’ 

"Meanwhlld the German soldiers 
lying on n bank nearl:^ waved their 
beta, cheering loudly. Thus were sav¬ 
ed nearly s dotep wounded, nil of 
whom are now recovering."
